recent case of Hydrophobia in that 
place, which may carry an admonitory 
caution to persons in this neighbor- 
hood. 
It appears that a young man 


named M O R K H K A D , was seized with the 
usual symptoms of this horrid disease, 
which terminated fatally on the second 
day of the attack, and an examination 
of the body was made on the succeed- 
ing day, and the diseased appearances, 
which most constantly characterize hy- 
drophobia, were present; and no o- 
thrrs. 
The case was therefore regard- 


ed by four respectable medical gentle- 
men who attended him, a^ nothing 
more nor less, than that which is pro- 
duced by the bite of a mad dog. Still the 
patient had not been bitten by such an 
animal,nor indeed had he ever been bit- 
ten but once, and that was nine years 
before, and the animal not mad. 


The only explanation of this curious 


and melancbolv event, which has been 


ceasecl was by trade a tanner, and it is 
supposed, as several domestic animals 
are said to have died of hydrophobia 
during the past winter,tbat one. of them, 
which had besmeared its own hair with 
saliva, had been skinned, and its hide 
sent tu ihe tan-yard, where the poison 
might have been inoculated into those 
who handled it. 
In the opinion of the 


profession, the poison applied to tiie 
sound skin cannot excite the disease; 
but the deceased, a few weeks since, 
had a burn on one of his fingers, and 
the sore yet bad a scab on it at the time 
of his death. 


The Editor of the Chronicle justly 


expresses his abhorrence at the conduct 
of an individual, who would sell the 
hide of an animal that had died of this 
disease; and lakes the occasion to warn 
those who deal in hides, to observe the 
greatest caution, in this matter, at a 
time when rabid animals are among us.

mained senseless for some time. 


The second discharge, about one minute 


afterwards, was upon the bouse of Air. Kane, 
in Middle-street. 
The fluid passed down the 


chimney (which was very much injured) a- 
long a stove-pipe, into the family room. 
A 


young lady was struck down, and remained 
senseless for a coniderable time. The im- 
mediate application of cold water probably 
eaved her life. Two or three persons above 
stairs were also much stunned. 


The Court-house received tbe third. It 


struck the edge of tbe roof—but passed off 
without doing any damage.

The Packet Ship Canada. Captain Macy, 


arrived at New-York on Tuesday evening, 
having sailed from Liverpool on the Ifjth ul- 
timo/ The Editors ofthe Commercial Ad- 
vertiser have received by this arrival, their 
full supply of foreign journals, including Lon- 
don of the 15th. and Liverpool of tbe loth. 


Although the probabilities of a general 


war have lessened, yet the affairs of the 
North of Europe present a most interesting- 
aspect. Tbe Poles, in a very brijliant ac- 
tion, gained a signal advantage over Gen. 
Ceisniur's division ofthe Russian Army, on 
the 33 tit of March, of which fact the Polish 
official account will be ibund among our ex- 
tracts. There are also reports of another vic- 
tory, still more brilliant, said to have been 
obtained on the day following.—April Jst— 
the result of which was the total destruction 
of Geismar's corps, and the captivity of him- 
self. 
But there is some doubt upon tb>- sub- 


ject, as will be seen bv the following remark 
of the Times ofthe 10th—'-We hope tbe in- 
telligence will soon be confirmed, though, as 
it is ujjain Geismar's corps on winch the at- 
tack is stated to have been made, it nmy be 
apprehended that the report is only a differ- 
ent version ofthe news we have already giv- 
en. 
However, if, as some ofthe Paris journ- 


al? say, the account was transmitted by the 
telegraph from Strasbnrg, there would be 
less reason to question its accuracy." 


These events, together with the renewed 


reports of insurrections in Lithuania ami Voi- 
bvuin—the reported disaffection of Finland, 
and the discontents believed to exist, in Rus- 
sia itself, have imparted high hopes that the 
valiant Poles rnav yet be successful, fearful 
as arc tbe odds against which they are con- 
tending. 
In the battle of March 31st, the 


Poles seem to have fought like tigers.— 
Nothing- could exceed the celerity of their 
movements, or stand before the impetuosity 
of their onsets. 


There was another report on tbe London 


Exchange on tbe evening of the 14th, still 
more improbable, viz:—That tbe victor of 
the Balkan himself, had fallen into the hands 
ofthe Poles. 
On al) hands, however, the o- 


pmion was gaining ground that tbe Russian 
empire was in no very enviable condition, 
and manv suppose that a few months will 
bring i!>rth events with regard to this '-bar- 
baric power" which will both astonish and 
delight the civili/ed world.

"Tlic Paris papers of April II, Htatc- that 


new and decisive'victories had hern obtained 
over the Russians on the xJd of April, of whom 
O'U(H) have been made prisoners, besides '2(> 
pieces of cannon. This news rested on tin; 
authority of a despatch from Slrasburg, but 
was confirmed by other collateral reports.— 
The insurrection in Lithuania seems to be 
placed beyond a doubt. 
Wilria is m pos^os- 


sion of the National forces, who, lifter having 
recaptured all the arms taken from them, 
proceeded to Gconrenburg, driving the Cos- 
.-•acks before them out of every village in the 
route. 
Other bodies, armed and orirani'/.ed, 


have shown themselves in the environs of 
Tauroiren. 


The other reports which wore prevalent in 


Paris on Tuesday, were, that Courlaiul was 
in insurrection: that, the Grand Suiiruor had 
positively refused to pay the last instalment 
of his tribute to Russia, and was still pushing 
his military preparations; and that the King 
ofS\veden, thinking this a favorable season 
for takinir advantage of the distraction ofthe 
Autocrat, was meditating an attempt for the 
recover" of Finland, which his predecessors 
had lost to Russia. 
A communication had 


been opened between the Poles and the 
Turks, and an Ambassador was actually up- 
on his way from \Varsaw to Con-ianthioplf, 
to rouse the Porte to a co-operation. Con- 
siderable stress had been laid upon a Ukase 
published in the St. Petersburg Gazette, by 
which the Emperor die-handed tin- Finnish 
lle'jini.'iit of Carabineers, a-shuwing his dis- 
trust ofthe fidelity of that province. These 
reports, savoriniras they did of war, had had 
the effect of rather depressing the Funds in 
Paris. 


The French papers seem to calculate with, 


increased confidence on a favorable issue of 
the campaign to the Poles. 


A few days prior to the engagement of 


the 31st March, the Polish commandcr-in- 
chief had endeavored to prevent the further 
effusion of blood, by an attempt at nejioiia- 
tion with Diebiisch, but he required the un- 
conditional submission of ail the Poles as a 
preliminary measure, and the demand was 
rejected with scorn. 
In addition, Lithuania 


is in a state of insurrection. 
At Wilna, the 


capital, the overthrow of the Russian author- 
ity is complete. 
The nobility have set free 


their slaves, and supplied them with money 
and arms. 
Diebitseh is thus cut off from bis 


supplies both of men and troops. With an 
enemy in front and rear, harassed by fatigue 
and famine, ofthe proud army of Russia but 
few probably will remain, to tell the sad tale 
of lio\v fearful a thing it is. to war against a 
gallant people, determined to be free. 


TheAustrians continue their march along 


the shores ofthe Adriatic, and have thus far 
been victorious. The accounts from France 
cont ince pacific, and are favorable to the con- 
tinuance ofthe present Ministry in office. 


The late ministerial associates of Polignac 


wiio escaped from the storm they assisted to 
raise in July last, have been tried: their 
names are D'lianssez, Capelle and Montbel 
—they have been declared guilty of high trea- 
son, and sentenced to perpetual imprison- 
ment. 


M. De Polignac has made an attempt to es- 


cape from the fortress of Ham—lie was dis- 
covered in the chimney of the apartment 
where lie was confined. 


The family of Bonaparte have leave to re- 


enter France. 


The trial of a number of young men. prin- 


cipally students, upon charjres connected 
with the riots on the occasion of the tr:;il of 
Polignac arid his associates had commenced 
in Paris. The general impression was that 
they would bo acquitted. 


The state of Belgium remains unchanged. 


The Prince Leopold was still spoken of as 
tiie Sovereign of that county. 


In England, Parliament again assembled 


on the 1 '& h. 
The subject of reform wa^ still 


undecided. 
Ministers had announced their 


willingness to submit to some amendments 
in the deiailsof the Bill introduced by them, 
but on the principle of it, Lord Gn:v took oc- 
casion to savin the most distinct terms, they 
were determined to stand or f-ill. 


it is^aid. that the ex-royal family of France- 


will shortly leave England, in consequence 
of certain disclosures of th» plans of some of 
th'-ir agents. 
Spain is mentioned to be their 


destination.

EUROPE. 


NKW-YOHK, May 16.— By the arrival 


of the Charlemagne yesterday from 
Liverpool, whence she sailed on the 
9th April, London dales lo the 8th have 
been received. 


England was quint, and Ireland si- 


lent upon the subject, of the Union.— 
Ministers, it is said, would come into 
Parliament on the 12th with an acces- 
sion of strength in favor of Reform.— 
There was not much alteration in the 
state of affairs on the continent; France 
and Austria, though assuming war- 
like attitudes, appeared to understand 
each other w i t h perfect good nature. 
Some movements among the Mussul- 
mans were reported favorable to tin- 
Poles. 
But those people practise all 


kinds of artifices in war, and are only 
to be relied upon when under the gui- 
dance of a Mufti expounding their line 
of conduct from the Koran. 
\Ve hope 


rather than believe it to be true. 


The news of the most importance by 


this arrival, says the Courier, is the ri- 
sing of Volhynia and L i t h u a n i a ; and 
the formation of a provisional Ciovern- 
ment in Volhynia, w i t h ("Jen Wcipen- 
h o r f a t its head. 
In addition to this 


movement, so decidedly favorable to 
the success of the Pules, it is rumored 
that Persia and Turkey are about to 
proceed against Russia. Whether this 
be true or not, there can be hut little 
doubt, that these powers 
will avail 


themselves of the success of the Poles, 
to retrieve from Russia their losses in 
the late wars wiih that power. 


The Ministry of France appear to be 


little inclined to war, while the events 
of the day, the spirit of the times, and 
the feelings of the people, all lend to 
an immediate rupture with Austria-— 
In our opinion, war is inevitable; and 
if Louis Philip procrastinates it much 
longer, his reign will be at an end. 


The papers contain an account of 


the drer.dfu! state to which the Russian 
army had been reduced by the over- 
flowing of the Vistula. It has driven 
them back to a considerable distance. 
General Diebilsch had moved his head- 
quarters to Maciejouisee, and it was 
thought that a victory had been ob- 
tained by the Polos near Ostrolenka. 


Ail is quiet in England. 
The peo- 


ple are satisfied with the feeling evin- 
ced in Parliament, in favor of Reform, 
and when that body again assembled 
on the 12th of April, the probability is, 
that they proceeded to carry into effect 
that great measure—if not. then will 
the question be submitted to a new Par- 
liament. 


There is a deficiency in the English 


Revenue for the last year, ending A- 
pril 1830, of 1,134,947 pounds sterling. 
This has been caused by the reduction 
of the taxes. 


POLAND. 


WARSAW, March 31.—The Diet has 


had no sitting for some days past. The 
deputies meet daily, but only in detach- 
ed parties ; and it is said that the com- 
mittee will soon be ready with the 
draught of the important law for grant- 
ing to the serfs the right of possessing 
landed property. 
According to the 


picture drawn by our State Gazette, 
the country on that side of the Vistula 
•which has been exposed lo the ravages 
of war is in a frightful state. 
The vil- 


lages arc. for ihe most part, destroyed, 
and even where this is not the case, the 
•wretched inhabitants, driven to des- 
pair by want, wander about in the 
•woods, and atlack detached parts of 
the soldiers to plunder them. 
In the 


neighborhood of Warsaw much alarm 
is entertained on account of the heaps 
of dead bodies, both of men and horses, 
•which lie about half buried in the 
woods, and which, it is apprehended, 
will be the cause of an infectious lever, 
on the commencement of warm spring 
•weather. 
If we may believe letters giv- 


en in the State Gazelle, from Ra- 
mose, and dated the 1-iih, a Russian 
battalion was, on the 1 lih, surrounded 
near Urchanil, and forced to surrender. 
The prisoners were conveyed to lorires- 
ses.

At the 


same lime, communicating passages

ernment keep up amongst them at a 
very heavy expense, upon finding that 
the Emperor Nicholas was drawing all 
his forces towards the west, have risen 
in insurrection, and already obtained 
some advantages. 
The writer of the 


letter adds — "It is also currently re- 
ported that Persia has declared war a- 
gainst Russia; and that if the Compa- 
ny, w i i h whom the Porte contracted to 
furnish 40,000 muskets, and as many 
sabres, had fulfilled their engagement, 
Turkey also, in all probability, would 
have come lo a rupture. 
Of all the 


Powers engaged in ihe new coalition a- 
gainst France. Russia, perhaps, is the 
least to be feared, on account of the 
embarrassments created by her neigh- 
bors." 


"The following report," says the 


Courier Francais, "was current yester- 
day upon the state of diplomatic nego- 
tiations. 
It is said that upon the ques- 


tion 
of the intervention ol Austria 


in the 
Duchy of Parma 
and Pla- 


cetuia, England, without fully concur- 
ring in the pretensions of the Cabinet 
of Vienna, has declared that it cannot 
give rise to opposition by arms on the 
part of France.

that the note of France, which is 
couched in firm and precise terms, was 
concerted verbally with the English 
Ambassador.

the ft! 11 and unreserved adhesion of 
England, 
who 
aclmiis the right of 


France to declare war in case Austria 
should not evacuate the Rornagna.

Congress is to meet at Rome for the 
solution of all the questions. 


LONDON, April 8. — A report is in 


circulation, which is countenanced by 
the French Journals, that a communi- 
cation has been opened between the 
Poles and the Turks, and that envoys 
have, been mutually sent from Warsaw 
to Constantinople. 
If h be true that 


the Sublime Porte has sent an Envoy 
to Warsaw, hostilities between Russia 
and Turkey may be considered as cer- 
tain. 
Indeed such a step on the part 


of the latter Power amounts to a decla- 
ration of war. 
It is, in fuel, entering 


into a friendly negotiation with the re- 
volted subjects of the Emperor of Rus- 
sia. 
For our parl, we should not at all 


be surprised if Turkey took advantage 
of the present state of things, and at- 
tempted to get rid of the debt and dis- 
grace inflicted by the Czar. 


In a debate in the French Chamber, 


when a member remarked, that the U. 
States did not interfere to protect the 
South 
American 
Colonies 
against 


Spain. — Gun- La FmjeUe replied that 
when the powers of Europe were leagu- 
ing together to assist Spain in puiiing 
down her revoked Colonies in 1823, 
President Monroe replied that the U. 
States government would consider such 
an interference as an attack against 
their own liberties; and this frustrated 
their design. 
And this he contended 


should now be the policy of France. 


We well remember the occasion al- 


luded to above. 
It was during the

tria and France in 1809, ihe services 
rendered io the latter by the Polish le- 
gions under Poniatov. ski, induced the 
annexation of Western (Jalicia lo the 
new duchy, at the expense of ihe crown 
of Ausuia. 
Its population was by this 


means raised to nearly four millions, 
and it was after wards enabled to fur- 
nish a contingent of 60,000 men. 
At 


the time of Napoleon's untoward and 
disastrous attempt upon Russia, he had 
counted upon the regeneration of Pol- 
ish independence as the most power- 
ful accession his resources could re- 
ceive ; a general confederation ol the 
several members of ihe dissolved body 
politic of Poland was consequently pro- 
claimed at Warsaw for the 28th June, 
1812; but his designs were mistrusted, 
and Poland failed to respond to his 
call. 
It was one oi the results of Xa- 


poleon's discomfiture, to abandon Po- 
land to the "stitchers of threads and 
patches'1 at the Vienna Congress in 
May 18 15 ; its mandate went forth, and 
ihe dismembered monarchy was par- 
celled out in ihe following portions: 


Cracow.— 96,000 inhabitants, with a 


revenue of J2-10,000. formed into an in- 
dependent state under the joint protec- 
tion of Austria, Russia and Prussia.—

following statement, represents i" Pol- 
ish miles, each about two-thirds of a 
hectare, the extent of the lakes and 
marshes.—The Palatinate of Augus- 
tow, by which the Russian army enter- 
ed Poland, contains 28.350 acres of 
lakes, and 71..040 of marshes. 
The 


Palatinate of Plock. in which the army 
is now manoeuvring, has 1,680 acres ol 
lakes, and 20,550 of marshes. 
The 


Palatinate of Warsaw, in which the bai- 
lies of February were fought, conlain 
2,280 acres of lakes and 8,550 of marsh- 
es. 
The 
Palatinates of Augustow, 


Plock, and Podlachia, occupied by the 
Russian army, are thus the least fertile 
and thinly inhabited, owing certainly 
to the marshy and watery nature of ihe 
soil. The same remark applies to the 
small portion of the Palatinate of War- 
saw, which is situate on the right bank 
of the Vistula, and which extends lo 
Ihe Bug. 
The 
Russian army 
has. 


it would appear from ibis, taken up iis 
position at a distance of sixty or eighty 
leagues from Bialystock and Grodno, 
in which its principal magazines are. 
and in a country where you may trav- 
el four or five leagues without meeting 
even a miserable village—without pas- 
sable road—.surrounded by marshes, 
and in the midst of a hostile popula- 
tion. 
Supposing that it had interme- 


diate depots of provision and forage, 
stationed at only five days journey from 
ihe army, lei us calculate the enor- 
mous materiel necessary for bringing 
the daily subsistence to the troops. 


The total force consists, it is said, of 


200,000 men, including over 20,000 ca- 
valry. 
The consumption of each man 


being estimated at two pounds weight 
daily, in corn or other substances, and 
a half pound being allowed for the 
quarter of a pint of spirits, without 
which ihe Russian soldiers cannot fight, 
it follows that the total weight of pro- 
visions for one day, for 200,000 men. is 
5,000 quintals, and for five clays 25.000 
quintals, the transport of which would 
require 1,250 waagons or carriages, 
drawn by four horses each. 
The same 


number of carriages must regularly re- 
turn empty, so that in fact 2,500 car- 
riages, and 10,000 horses would be ne- 
cessary for the conveyance of the sup- 
plies. 
The procuring of forage for the 


horses is stiil more embarrassing.— 
Independently of the 20,000 cavalry 
horses and the waggon horses, there 
are at least 5,000 artillery horses, for a 
park of 400 guns and 400 carriages, and 
above 500 horses of the staff officers of 
the regiments. 
15,000 horses are ne- 


cessary for drawing from 4,000 to 5,000 
carriages, containing the daily forage. 
making a total of 50,000 horses. 
Each 


horse consumes at least 18 pounds 
weight daily in hay and oats ; that is 
9,000 quintals in each day, and 4-5.000 
quintals in five days. 
It would require 


2,250 carriages lo bring that weight of 
forage from the nearest depot, whilst 
the same number of carriages would be 
on their way back empty, making al- 
together 4.500 carriage:-, necessary iur 
this second service. 
H may well be 


conceived what confusion would have 
been occasioned, even during the frost, 
by the constant pas sage of 7,OOO carria- 
ges through the bad roads, on the right 
bank of the Vistula, to secure, from day 
lo day the existence, of the army, which 
was represented as su formidable; but

FURTHER DISCLOSURES. 


The Southern 
mail of Saturday 


brought us a Raleigh paper containing' 
the following from the N. C. "Star-." 


Goo. Branch.—The following letter 


from the Hon. John Branch, late Secre- 
tary of the Navy, to a gentleman in this 
city, has been handed to us for publi- 
cation : 


WASHINGTON CJTY, May 3,183 1. 


MY DEAR SIR :—You have, no doubt, 


before this, seen in the papers accounts 
of the resignations of the Secretary of 
Stale and the Secretary of War, and 
the dismissal of the other members of 
ihe Cabinet. 


The letters of the two former, ad- 


dressed to the President of the United 
States, present their reasons ; and the 
motives for the dismissal of the others 
are assigned in the answer of the Pres- 
ident lo the Secretary of the Treasury 
and myself. 
In these the President ad- 


mils lhat the dismissed officers have 
faithfully discharged their respective 
duties ; but intimates thai ihe harmony 
in the Cabinet, and the protection of 
the two retiring Secretaries "from un- 
just misconceptions and malignant mis- 
representations," rnacle it necessary the 
others should go out also. 


So far as regards the members of the 


Cabinet, this measure is comparatively 
of litile moment. 
It is, however, a 


mailer of deep concern as affecting; the 
character of ihe Government. In this 
point of view the American people have 
a right to know the whole truth ; from 
whence the alleged discord originated ; 
by whom and for what purpose, it has 
been fostered; and in what respect and 
wherefore it has been connected with 
the public administration of the affairs 
of the Nation. The President is bound 
to make these explanations to the peo- 
ple. 


If il were intended to be intimated 


that I am responsible for the want of 
harmony in the Cabinet, the charge is 
unjust. 
I deny that I pursued a course 


that invited hostility. On the contra- 
ry, I went as far as a man of honor 
could go, in endeavoring to promote a 
good understanding and cordial official 
co-operation with ail the members of 
the Cabinet. 
But it seems I was ex- 


pected to go still farther, and not doing 
so, it has been held a good cause for 
my dismissal. 
If it is asked, why I did 


not abandon the Cabinet, and expose te 
the world the malign influences by 
which it was embarrassed ? I would 
reply, that I constantly looked forward 
to a favorable change. 
That especial- 


ly I relied for this upon the wisdom, 
firmness, and justice of the Chief Ma- 
gistrate. 
I have been disappointed.— 


I have had the deep mortification to see 
him gradually discarding 
from his 


counsels and friendship his old and 
long tried supporters, and throwing 
himself into the arms of persons whose 
cold-hearted selfishness and artifices 
were played off upon him for Irue and 
faithful service. 


Rest assured, however, that whate- 


ver may be the public judgment as to 
the merits of this question, no conside- 
ration arising from personal feeling 
will induce me to take a course which 
I should not believe calculated to main- 
tail! the character and promote the in- 
terest of ihe State which gave me birth. 


Business of importance, as enabling 


me to settle down permanently in N. 
Carolina, will probably require my pre- 
sence in Tennessee, where I may be de- 
tained until August next. 
On my re- 


turn lo my family, I hope to meet you, 
whi'n I sh.'.ll be highly gratified to re- 
new that social and friendly intercourse, 
which heretofore, so much to my satis- 
faction, bus subsisted between us. 


In the meantime. I beg you to receive 


assurances of great res-peel and esteem.
